80 Miles Of Streets 
Unpaved I n Lincoln

.\bout 80 miles of Lincoln's 
.34.5 miles of residential streets 
remain unpaved —■ and that’s 
about an average percentage 
for a city ot Lincoln’s size, 
according to Public 
Works 
Director Robert Obering. 


The city has about 480 mlies 


of public streets. Of the total, 
20,5 miles of residential streets 
are paved and all 185 miles 
of 
arterial 
s t r e e t s 
are 


hardsurfaccd, 
although 
not 


necessarily up lo the width 
recommended by the city’s 
overall street program. 


Cnpaved residential streets 
are paved only at the r(?{iuest 
of property owners who peti­ 
tion to form a paving district. 


Doesn’t Solicit 
The city does not go out 
and actively solicit residential 
paving as a matter of policy, 
Obering said. 


“ But when we have the op­ 
portunity, we encourage pro­ 
perty owners to have streets 
paved, especially If they have 
a problem, such as dust.” 
“ What usually brings about 
residential paving,” Obering 
observed, “ is 
it 
[U'opertics 
change hands, or if there are 
new homes built or if the 
properly owners are tired of 
paying for gravel or crushed 
rock.” 


Rural .Atmosphere 


” We have areas in Lincoln 
where tfie j)rop(‘i1y owners 
don’t want pavint. Tliey like 
the rural atmosphere.”

The total cost of paving a 
residential street is assessed 
against the benefiting pro­ 
perty owners. When arterials 
are jiaved. property owners 
})ay for ttie costs of a 26-fool 
paving width and the city 
.subsidizes the remaining cost.

No 
South Vietnamese casualties 
were reported.

reported that U.S. Marines 
had launched a combat sweep 
around the onetime fortress of 
Khe Sanh in the northwest 
corner of South Vietnam but 
after two days had made no 
contact with enemy forces. 


The 
name 
Khe 
S an h 
became a symbol in the Viet­ 
nam war last spring when 
Marine units lield out there 
lor 76 days of siege by thous­ 
ands of 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops. The base was relieved 
early in .April, but was aban­ 
doned late in .lune when the 
U.S. Command said Khe Sanh 
no longer w'as considered nec­ 
essary as an allied position.

'Fhe 
government

elements

the 
trouble. 


I'he students also charged 


that the official death toll of 
35 VI as off base, eontending 
that the fighting took the lives 
of 1.50 students and civilians 
and 10 soldiers. 


“ We ourselves d r a g g e d 
away 
many bodies 
of our 
comrades to give them a de­ 
cent burial,” said one leader. 
He said the secret police fired 
indiscriminately

The American Party is conducting a 
(jiiiet and inexpensive campaign in Nebraska 
Inr George Wallace and Gen. Curtis LeMay. 
No local advertising is planned. 
Campaign buttons and bumper stickers 


are being sold, rather than distributed free. 


Only one rally is planned before the 
Nov. 5 general election. 
Despite the relative lack of campaign 
activitv, 
American 
State 
Chairman 
Dr. 
Gerald Byrd of Omaha freely predicts that 
Wallace vvill defeat Democratic presidential 
nominee Hubert Humphrey and may have 
a crack at Republican nominee Richard 
Nixon. 


Raises Rope 


Since the addition of LeMay, a former 
Nebraskan, to the national American In­ 
dependent Party ticket last week, Byrd has 
raised his estimate of the Wallace vote m 
Nebraska from 
to 45G. 


There is probably no way of estimating 


beforehand, with any aeeuracy, the size of 
Wallace’s support. It is invisible. 


Is Dr. Byrd whistling “ Dixie?” 
No one doubts that Wallace will receive 
more than the 5G total required to permit 
the American 
party to continue to he 
recognized as a valid political party in the 
state after the election.

Students h av e been m 
th e v anguard o f rev o lts against such dictato rs as Perez 
Jimenez in \ ’ene?,uela. .\nd. as ‘intellectuals.’ th e students 
are so metimes th o ugh t by th e public to be th e best Judges 
o f th e natio n's co urse.” 
Th is latter statement pro v ides a basis to r an insigh t 
to be gained by students in th is co untry . Th e student in 
th e U.S. sch eme o f th ings is no t th e unique indiv idual h e 
may be in so me o th er parts o f th e wo rld. 
U.S. students o ught to understand that, like peo ple in 
all o ther walks o f life, they are so metimes right and so me­ 
times wro ng. In o ur so ciety , there are no gro ups to who m 
the peo ple lo o k fo r inherent wisdo m.

Th is is stale aid enacted by th e 
Legislature to reimburse cities and co unties 
fo r funds lo st wh en intangible and h o use­ 
h o ld go o ds tax es were eliminated. 
Th e state aid co mes, o f co urse, fro m 
th e co mbinatio n sales and inco me tax . Fo r 
th e 1968-69 fiscal y ear, Lancaster Co unty 
will receiv e $18 9 ,040 and th e city o f Linco ln

Th e latest State Supreme Co urt decisio n 
go v erning juv enile co urt pro ceedings can 
be accepted o nly with mix ed feelings. Th e 
co urt turned do wn th e argument th at juv e­ 
niles ch arged with a serio us crime are 
entitled to a jury trial. 
Th is leav es th e dispo sitio n o f juv enile 
cases in th e h ands o f th e juv enile co urt, 
wh ich o perates th ro ugh co urt o fficers and 
with o ut a jury . Th e purpo se o f th e juv enile 
co urt sy stem is to pro tect th e y o ung o f­ 
fender. to keep o ff h is reco rd th e stigma 
o f a criminal pro ceeding against h im. 
Wh ile th is is a laudible o bjectiv e, it 
do es v io lence to th e righ t o f an accused 
to a trial by jury . Th ere h as been nc finding 
th at th e juv enile co urt sy stem h as resulted 
in any miscarriages o f justice but th ere 


is. o n th e o th er h and, no effectiv e legal 
means o f making such a determinatio n. 


Despite th e o bv io us go o d intentio ns o f 
juv enile co urt sy stem, it is h ard to accept 
its eliminatio n o f th e righ t to a jury trial, 
especially w'h en th is is a righ t th at th e ac­ 
cused seeks. Th e fact is th at, th ro ugh th e 
juv enile co urt sy stem, a y o ung o ffender can 
end up. th ro ugh a single o r series o f tran s­ 
fers, in th e State Refo rmato ry . Such an end 
as th at really pro v ides fo r little pro etctio n 
to th e reco rd o f th e indiv idual. 


Additio nally , juv enile co urt pro ceedings 
are largely priv ate affairs with neith er th e 
press no r public in attendance. It is a 
sy stem o f no little risk to th e indiv idual and 
o ne th at can be perplex ing to th e o bserv er.

Jam ie Wh itten, th e bo o k­ 
ish , Bible-quo ting co ngress­ 
man fro m C h a r l e s t o 
n , 
Miss., 
led a figh t in th e 
Ho use to cut o ff funds fo r en­ 
fo rcing th e civil righ ts act in 
regard to sch o o ls. 
His amendment was swift­ 
ly rejected in the 
Senate. 
But Senate and Ho use co n­ 
ferees, meeting behind clo sed 
do o rs to settle their differ­ 
ences, hav e no w accepted the 
Ho use v iew. 
Th is no t o nly co uld h alt 
sch o o l 
integratio n 
in

So uth , 
but 
co uld 
permit 


sch o o ls 
th at 
h av e 
already 
integrated to return to th eir 
fo rmer status. 
Fo r, with o ut enfo rcement, 
Negro 
ch ildren 
wo uld 
be 
co mpelled to bring lawsuits 
against th e sch o o l districts 
to secure th eir legal righ ts. 
Th is wo uld be tantamo unt to 
abo lish ing po lice fo rces and 
leav ing it up to crime v ic­ 
tims to sue th e criminals.

Last y ear 
ano th er 200 sch o o l districts, 
faced

regatio n 
plans. 
bringing 
Negro enro llment to 14 per 
cent. 


.Ano th er 200 sch o o l districts 
bro ugh t 
th eir 
po licies

seaso n o pened last mo nth .
